The Murderers of Pearl Bryan Meet 


Death on the Gallows. 


OFFICERS IN A STEW BEFORE EXECUTION. 


Caused by the Admission of Jackson and Walling 


that They Had Lied in the Published Confes- 


sion—Qov. Bradley Recalls a Respite 


Ordered for WaHingf-~A Time 


of Uncertainty. 


.Newport, Ky., Maroh 20.—The day 


fued for thn execution of Scott Jackson 
an* Alonzo Walling for the murder of 
Pearl liryan oponed with pleasant weather 
and the people are pouring into the city. 
The condemned men spent a restless 
night, but rose early and ate a hearty 
breakfast. They seemed unmoved and 
indifferent. Both told friends that there 
was no truth in their confessions to the 
governor. That they played as a last re- 
sort. Tbe scaffold Is erected in the jail 
yard, which was soon crowded with peo- 
ple while great throngs outside were un- 
able to get In. Shortly before tbe hour 
filed fur the march to the gallows a letter 
to Walling from his sweetheart, Miss Bob 
ert«, was delivered. It sent love and told 
him to die game. Shortly after 9 o'clock 
it was announced that Jackson bad made 
a complete confession. This upset the 
program and the execution was delayed 
while Governor Bradley could be com- 
municated with. Jackson, In a confes- 
sion, has said that Walling is not guilty. 
Walling s attorneys and Sheriff Plummer 
wired the governor what Jackson laid. 
The crowd outside was kept posted as to 
developments. They became impatient, 
believing it was another ruee to gain 
time. 


At lii:30 tho sboriff received a message 


from the governor in answer to the one 
sent, s.iying: 


'•Proceed with tbe execution. If Jack- 


eon makes a statement on tbe gallows to 
that effect you may suspend Walllng's ex- 
ecution 
until further directions from 


me.' 


Phuumer then ordered the men to pre- 


[raro fur tho scaffold. 


Knrly this morning tbe governor bad 


changed his mind and issued an ordar res- 
piting Walling for four days and notified 
Sheriff Plummer of the fact, but when he 
was wired thi't both men had admitted 
they ii.id lied in tbe confessions they had 
sent to the governor and that Jackson 
had made another confession exhonorat- 
ing Walling ho withdrew his respite, giv- 
ing the sheriff orders in case Jacfcon roit- 
crateu the statement on tbe gallows ex 
honorating Walling la postpone the exe- 
cution of Walling until further orders, 
otherwise to go on with the execution of 
both. Tbe last action of the governor 
was due to the fact that both had lied to 


Walling to their newspaper confession. 
Wagner is a son-in-law of William Hen- 
dren, a wealthy farmer of this county. 
About the middle of January, 18%, 
Mrs. Wagner wrote to her brother, Walter 
Hendren, that her husband was losing bis 
mind, and asked him to go to Bellovue. 
Bendren went and on January 33 brought 


r. Wagner to Nicholasville abd tbenoe to 


William 
Hendren's home, about two 


miles from here, where he remained until 
Tebruary 3. Thus it was Impossible for 
Wagner to have been connected with tbe 
crime. There Is undisputed evidence of 
ibis statement in the form of postal card) 
ind telegrams concerning Dr. Wagner's 
removal from Believue to Nicholagvillf.

"»gner, who was accused by Jsokson Md 


full Text of Hia Bef H8al to Grant Respites 


to the Men. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 30.— The follow- 


ing Is the full text o! Governor Brodley's 
refusal to respite Jackson and Walling: 


Tbe common law concerning tba orlme 


admitted in tbe confessions to have been 
committeed, is in force in this state. Tbe 
confession shows that Pearl Bryan was 
iilled by drugs administered to produce 
an abortion. 
If this be true, she being 


quick with child, aa shown by tbe evi- 
dence, tbe child was killed also. Her 
death was caused by drugs deliberately 
administered, tbe effect of which clearly 
manifests an utter disregard for human 
life. The agency employed was not only 
one from which death or great injury 
wonld probably result, but from whicb, 
considering its rapid: operation, dnatb 
wonld necessarily result. Either tbo phy- 
sician who administered tbe drng knew, 
or bad every reason ' to suppose, it would 
cause death or should have known it. 
Under either state of the case, he was 
guilty of murder and Jackson and Wall- 
Ing were and are equally guilty under tbe 
statute of Kentucky. All this must be 
conceded If the confessions are true. 


The confessions, however, are inconsist- 


ent and contradictory, utterly at war with 
every statement that each of the defend- 
ants made on tbe witness stand. It is 
urged that this should be overlooked, be 
cause tbey were then swearing for their 
lives. Conceding that their false state 
meote were made to escape danger then 
pending, it may well be asked bow much 
greater ie the danger that now confronts 
ibein wben tbey stand in the shadow o: 
the gallows. 


If they were excusable for false swear 


ing then, how much more are they excus- 
able and how much more likely Is H tha 
tbey would s^eak falsely now? One o 
tbem says that tbe body was taken away 
in a oab; the other that It was taken in a 
wagon. 


This conflict would be quite imrnate 


rial, but for tbe fact that Jackson say 
they got inside the cab while Dr. Wagne 
drove. Tbe contradiction, therefore, be 
oomes material. 


Walling says that Wagner and Jackson

Not only Is tbe confession a contradic- 
ion of tbe evidence of both defendants, 
iut a flat contradiction of the letter Wali- 
ng sent me only a few days since and 
lattned to have been written by blm un- 
er a sense of rapidly approaching and 
mpending death. 


These men have not only trifled with 


iqman life, but have trifled with the 
x>urts, trifled with tbe executive and set 
t defiance tbe laws of God and man. If 
t be established that one criminal, after 
ucb conduct aa this, can, by a mere pre- 
bended confession, obtain a respite then 
very other Is entitled to like treatment, 
nd this would result In frustrating jus- 
Ice and bringing the execution of tbe law 
nto contempt. Tbe wounded band of 
Pearl Bryan solemnly and surely points 
to tbe fact that she was not dead when 
beheaded. 


Tbe wound could have been inflicted 
'ben, during tbe terrible agony of her 
ecapitatlon, she raised It In order to 
ward off the cruel knife. 


Dr. Wagner is in the asylum and is tbe 


man of all others by reason of his condi- 


lon at whose door tbe defendants would 
most naturally lay this terrible crime. 


To grant a respite in order that tbe de- 


endants might be nsed as witnesses to 
rocure bis conviction would result In a 
elay of at least a year, as experience In 
ie trial of the defendants has demon- 
trated. In view of tbe various -conflicts 
n defendants' statements, no jury would, 
r could believe any statement that either 
f them might make and consequently 
'agner would not be convicted. 
Such delay could result in no good and 
onld only add fuel to the flames and 
urnish a further incentive to mob vio- 
ence in this state. 


Tha claim that Walling was under tha 


nflnence of Jackson, and therefore, de- 


M clemency, cannot be considered. 


He shows himself tbe willing and ready, 
assistant. Each of them bave clearly ex- 


iblted a reckless disregard for human 
fe. Their confessions, taken m connec- 
on with the lacts and circumstances 
roven in the case, show tlmt tbey com- 
ilttsd an atrocious crime.

We have been requested to give 


space to tbe following clipping from tbe 
March number cf Tho Telephone, a tiado 
journal publlbbed at Chicago by W. K. 
Mnckville: 


The action of tho city council of 


Quincy, Illinois, in refusing ac ordi-.. 
nance to Mr. J: C.-HuHinger, of Kookuk, 
Iowa, to operate a t elephone exchange 
in Quincy, is peculiar, to say the least. 
Mr. Hubinger offered to make an ex- 
tremely low rate of rental to subscribers, 
to build a modern lire! class telephone 
exchange, and to put it into operation in 
short order. The Bell people, including 
the Central Union and Long Distance 
officials, joined with the 8tromberg- 
Carlson people and a man named Hap- 
kinB, in lighting Mr. Hubinger before 
the city council. 


The resort to petty falsehoods by these 


people in pushing this fight denur> ee tae 
condemnation of the public. The peo- 
ple of QuiDcy will probably have more to 
regret than Mr. Hubinger since he tired 
of the delay and now refuses to accept 
any kind of an ordinance from the city. 


This man Hopkins was secretary of 


the Board of Trade of Saginaw, Mich. 
An association was farmed in Saginaw to 
establish an independent telephone ex- 
change, and Hopkins proceeded to dele- 
gate himself a committee of one to exam- 
ine the vorioas telephone systems and're- , 
port upon their merits to tbe Board of ' 
Trade. After visiting a number of cities 
and inspecting many systems and feast- 
Ing with the Dell people at Detroit, he pre- 
pared a report landing tbe Bell people and 
discouraging the independent telephone 
movement. His report was so notorious- 
ly false that the people of Saginaw rebell- 
ed against it, and the result was his resig- 
nation as secretary of the Board of Trade, 
and his departure ftorn tho city. Some 
time later he turned up at Decatur, III., 
where it Is understood he attempted to 
buy a controlling Interest )n tho Citizens' 
Telephone Company of that place, where 
he Is at present in a very hot flght with 
the other directors of the company. 


We next bear cf Hopkins at Quincy, 


111., shortly after Mr. Hubinger applied 
fora franchise. H»opposed Mr. Hobln- 
ger's application, representing that he 
would build a plant in Qnincy, and fur- 
nish low rates, if tbe council would grant 
him a franchise. 
It ia difficult to account 


for his actions. In Saginaw ho lauds tho 
Bell company and says the independent 
companies are.losmg money; In- Decatur 
be is believed to be attempting to control 
tbe Citizens' Telephone company in the 
interest of the Bell company; in Quincy 
he turns about and appears anxious to 
build a telephone exchange in opposition 
to the Bell company.

The dowager empress, sister of 
the King of Greece is naturally on the 
aide of tba latter, but she is powerless as 
against the roal governing powers of 
Russia, even though the czar and the 
crown prinoa of Greece are warm personal 
friends. 
M. da Blowitz explains the atti- 


tude of the czar very clearly and consist- 
ently. Be is under engagement to guar- 
antee the Integrity of, the Ottoman Em- 
pire. Bis obligations compel him to de- 
fend that integrity by every means in his 
power, and bis rigbti under the treaty not, 
only are to take and occupy strategic po-- 
sitlons and due preventive mefanres, but 
also to demand compensations. 


If sach a treaty as this were to be put 


Into actual operation it would be an Im- 
minent danger to the peace of Europe and 
one which all the powers would dread.

It la bard to comprehend bow men con 


demned to death can wilfully misrepre 
sent facts in the shadow of tbe gallows. 
That this is done as frequently as the 
trutjl Is told, there can be little donbt 
Everj y*a* develops hundreds of cases 
where men standing upon tbe trap, wbi;b 
alontt for the moment Intervened between 
them and death protested their innocence 
of the crime for which they were con- 
demftad In cams where there could be no 
doubtf of their guilt. Others, again, at 
the last moment seem to be controlled by 
a desire to implicate Innocent persons in 
tbe crime for which they are to be exe- 
cuted which is even worse than a declara- 
tion of innocenoe where they know then 
guilt. 


Jackson and Wailing, who were banged 


today for the murder of Pearl Bryan nave 
not only attempted to show themaUwjs 
innocent, at least of actually taking tbe 
life of tbe girl, but have clearly and de- 
liberately lied as to the connection of Dr. 
Wagner with tbe case who they claim ac- 
tually d'.d the killing. 


Tbe confessions of these men are to tbe 


effect that one Will Wood was responsible 
for the condition which led to tbe killing 
of tbe girl and tbat their connection with 
tbe case was simply to accommodate 
Wood and his victim. It ia asking a good 
deoTof tbe commonwealth to believe that 
two young men Intelligent enough to be 
engaged m a profession would consent to 
commit a crime wbloh involved death 
solely as an accommodation to another 
person, so this part of their confession is 
a lie on its face. 
While this part of the 


confession was intended to throw tbe en 
tire blame for tbe primary cause upon 
Wood they both proceed to declare that 
one Dr. Wagner killed tba girl and after- 
ward, cat off the girl's h*ad at a lonely 
place to which Dr. Wagner took thorn ana 
that all they did was that one of them 
held tbe victim's head while the doctor 
cut it off and tbe other one carried it 
away. Tbe logic of tbe confessions is 
tbat tbey were tbe innocent v.ctlms of cir- 
cumstances who filled the gap between 
the primary criminal and tbe capital 
criminal. They lied as to Wagner, as it 
is sbown'.beyond tbe'possibility of a donbt 
that Wagner was in an insane asylum at 
tbe time thn crime was committed. 


Here, then, we have another clear case 


of an attemptloQmen sentenced to be 
bung forjmurder, to tbe shadow of the 
gallows, lying to establish a sort of inno 
canoe. We repeat tbat it Is strange that 
condemned men will do these things, bat 
they have done it in the past and will no 
loubt continue to do so in tbe future.

iave forbidden mothers and nurses to 
ock delicate babies. 
It will thus be seen that the rocking 


chair begins its deadly mission very 
early in the lives of its victims, and it 
s equally true that they are very likely 
o Keep up the mischief until they are 
ready to make their final exodus and 
slip from the rocking chair into the 
grave. 


The symptoms that first attract at- 


:ention are a soreness and sensitiveness 
it the spine, usually that portion, near 
or below the waist, and sometimes e.\- 
:ending to the lower edges of the shoul- 
der blades. There may be more or less 
udigestion accompanying it, and head- 
aches are not infrequent.

much better to rest either sitting up- 
right or in a rocumbent position, rather 
than the loungiing, half-doublecl-up at- 
titude that rocking chair dei otees ordi- 
narily assume. But the wide, welcom- 
ing arms of an easy chair are so alluring 
that it takes Spartan courage to give uj:

TARIFF DEBATE. 


\Vas Opened in the House This 


Morning by Chairman JDingley 
of Ways and Means Committee. 


BA1LEI OF TEXiS WILL 
REPLY. 


Dingley Says the Bill Provides for Reve- 


nue and Protection and the Sec- 


ond Year will Yield $100,- 


000,000 More Revenue. 


Washington, March 8S.—What will go 


down to history as tbe tariff debate of 
Ih'.iT began in tbe house at 10 this morn- 
ing with a large attendance on the floor 
and In the galleries. Dingleyand Bailey, 
opposing leaders, were early in their 
placet. By tbe terms of tbe rule under 
which the bouse is operating, during the 
consideration of the bill it Immediately 
went into committee of tbe whole with 
Sherman (Rep) in tbe chair. Tbe first 
thine in order wal tbe reading of tbe long 
bill in full wblob covered. 183 pages. 


Tbe reading of the bill noniumed over 


two hours, and then Diog'ey was recog- 
nised. He opened the debate In behalf of 
the bill. He spoke with great deliberat- 
ion, his tones were clear and ringing. 


Dingley began by stating tbat congress 


was called into extra teuton because the 
government revenues the past four years 
showed an annual average deficit of 160,- 
OHO.QOO per annum. 
This deficiency, be 


said, bad nearly all arisen from tbe fall 
lug off of revenue from duties on Imports; 
not declined revenue fnin internal taxes. 
Tbe committee, he said, In revising the 
tariff, endeavored to discard no mere the- 
ories, but on the contrary to frame a prac- 
tical remedy, at lout In part, for tbe cor- 
rect ills. Quoting President Cleveland's 
famous remark, be said.

"It IsacoDdl- 
oonfronts ui." 


"It is probable," continued Dingley, "to 
provide adequate revenue from duties on 
imports to carry on the government and 
en adjust them as to secure to our own 
people the productions and manufacture 
of «uch articles as wo can produce or make 
for ourselves without tbe natural disad- 
vantage and thus provide more abundant 
opportunities for our labor. No economic 
policy will prove a success onlwi It, in 
some manner, eontrltutcs to the opening 
up of employment to the masses of our 
people at good wages.

the purchasing power of tbe masses re- 
stored, then and not till then will prices 
cease to feel tho depression effects of un- 
dor-consumption and the prosperity of
